the cost of the conservation stor­ 
age space within 50 years, be­ 
ginning when water is first used 
but not later than 15 years after 
the date of impoundment in the 
reservoir. At the conservation pool 
level the reservoir will have a 
surface area of 4.610 acres and 
a shoreline of 38 miles.
